Three  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity professors  arrived  this  week 
in  Teheran,  Iran,  to  fill  a two- 
year  teaching  assignment  at  the 
University  of  Iran. 

In  Iran  are  Dr.  Golden  L. 
Woolf,  professor  of  educational 
administration,  whose  assign- 
ment will  be  general  education; 
Dr.  Edith  Bauer,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  secondary  education, 
who  will  teach  secondary  edu- 
cation; and  Dr.  Morris  Shirts,  as- 
sistant professor  of  secondary 
education,  who  will  instruct  in 
the  materials  development  field. 

According  to  Dr.  John  Clarke, 
acting  chairman  of  the  Iran  com- 
mittee at  BYU,  the  project  is 
part  of  a three-way  contract  to 
furnish  teachers  to  help  with  the 
| reorganization  of  the  teacher  ed- 
ucation program  in  Iran.

Dear  Editor, 

What’s  this  no  jazz  at  BYU? 
According  to  George  Avakian, 
noted  music  critic,  Brigham 
Young  University  is  one  of  the 
few  colleges  that  fail  to  schedule 
jazz  concerts  in  university  fa- 1 
cilities. 

. Mr.  Avakian  recently  wrote,  j 
“College  concerts  prior  to  the 
early  fifties  consisted  of  classical 
tausic  concerts  sponsored  by  the 
schools;  beginning  in  1952,  stu- 
dent organizations  or  small 
groups  of  students  acting  with 
the  faculty  permission  began  to 
engage  jazz  artists  to  appear  on 
individual  concerts. 

FROM  THE  beginning,  these 
concerts  were  a success,  and  to- 
day virtually  all  colleges  have  at 
least  one  jazz  concert  a year  in 
the  campus  auditorium  or  gym- 
nasium. 

It’s  fortunate  Mr.  Avakian 
didn’t  sal  all  colleges.  It’s  un- 
fortunate that  the  director  oE 
student  lyceums  has  completely 
ignored  the  tremendous  popular- 
ity of  jazz  among  college  stu- 
dents. 

While  the  BYu'  Lyceum  com- 
mittee ignores  the  presence  of 
concert  jazz,  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment provides  funds  to' bring 
America’s  contribution  to  the 
arts  to  virtually  all  parts  of  the 
globe. 

TODAY'S  MORE  prominent 
jazz  musicians  are  serious  artists 
who  are  making  a definite  con- 
tribution to  the  music  art  Most 
have  had  extensive  -training  ex- 
perience in  the  classical  art.  For 
example,  Andre  Previn  is  noted 
as  one  of  the  great  classical  pi- 
anists of  our  time. 

He,  however,  had  the  intelli- 
gence to  recognize  jazz  as  a true 
opportunity  for  freedom  of  ex- 
pression. Today  Previn  plays 
classical  concerts  and  jazz  dates. 

I personally  know  many  peo- 
ple who  -would  be  eager  to  at- 
tend a good  jazz  concert.  By 
good,  I’m  referring  to  Dave  Bru- 
beck,  Chico  Hamilton,  Gene. 
Mulligan,  Buddy  Be  Francis. 
These  artists  have  all  appeared 
on  college  stages.  Pardon  me  if 
I seem  to  be  repeating  myself, 
but  again  I ask  why  no  jazz  at 
the  BYU?

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SWinter  Weather  Brings 
Many  Dangers  to  Cars

i Cracked  engine  blocks  and 
broken  radiators  will  be  com- 
mon to  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity students  if  they  do  not  take 
proper  precautions  against  win- 
ter freeze-ups  for  their  automo- 
biles. 

Students  from  such  sunny 
realms  as  California  and  Florida 
fwho  are  unaware  of  dangers 
K'  freezing  weather  to  car  en- 
gines should  be  warned  to  win- 
terize their  autos. 

When  'temperatures  dip  en- 
gine water  turns  to  mush,  and  ■ 
when  cold  enough  to  expanding 
ce.  Specially  designed  ‘plugs”; 
in  the  engine  sometimes  fail  to 1 
pop  out  under  pressure  and  the! 
result  is  a costly  broken  engine  j 
block  or  radiator. 

Many  brands  of  dependable; 
jnti-freeze  are  available  to  mo- 
torists, and  should  be  mixed 
lyith  radiator  water  to  prevent 
freezing. 

Service  station  attendants  and 


garage  men  will  usually  be  hap- 
py to  give  motorists  informa- 
tion as  to  how  much  anti-freeze 
to  use.  and  the  best  brands 
available. 

If  low’  finances  make  the  pur- 
chase of  anti-freeze  impossible, 
motorists  should  be  sure  to  drain 
the  water  from  their  engines  and 
radiators  when  freezing  weather 
approaches. 

This  is  inconvenient,  however, 
as  the  system  must  be  filled  each 
time  the  car  is  to  be  used,  and 
drained  again  after  use. 

Frosty  windshields  will  not  be 
a problem  to  drivers  after  cold 
nights  if  they  place  a piece  j 
of  cardboard  over  them  to  pre- 
vent frost  accumulation. 

Frozen  car  doors  and  locks 
may  be  quickly  unfrozen  with  a 
little  hot  water  poured  over 
them.  If  no  hot  water  is  avail- 
able, heat  applied  to  the  key  is 
often  an  adequate  measure.  Best 
precaution  is  to  spray  moving 
parts  of  locks  and  handles  with 
powdered  graphite  often.
